EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT 
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ONE WAY TO HELP 


The Minister of National Revenue 
intimates that the Dominion Govern- 
ment may assist farmers by paying 
them a bounty; presumably a bounty on 
wheat, since wheat is the commodity in 
respect to which assistance is most 
needed, 

The danger is that a bounty system 
would work out as did the wheat-buy- 
ing plan of the United States Farm Re- 
lief Board. The Beerd found out that 
the more wheat it bought the more land 
farmers prepared to sow to wheat. Why 
not, since the Board was going to take 
care of the surplus and keep up the 
price? But the Board recognized that 
the farmers could play that game longer 
than it could, and went out of. the 
wheat-buying business. A bonus on 
wheat this year would mean more wheat 
next year, and probably the need of an- 
other bonus. : 

If the Dominion is looking for a di- 
rect method to help the farmer, one ex- 
cellent way would be to hunt up a sup- 
ply of livestock and arrange a financing 
scheme which would put the stock with- 
in the farmer’s reach. The west has a 
tremendous: feed crop on hand, and 
not half enough stock to feed it to. As 
the feed grain cannot be shipped at a 
profit, the one hope that it can be turned 
to account is that livestock will be 
brought into the country, by some pub- 
lic authority or other agency, and sold 
to farmers at prices and on terms that 
they can meet, 


THE PAVING PROGRAM 

The paving bylaw that is being sub- 
mitted to the burgesses calls for the 
expenditure during the coming year of 
$180,000. A year ago the vote was 
$175,000. The year before the alloca- 
tion was $204,000. The sum proposed 
is thus about the average amount the 
city has been spending on this account, 
and provides for another normal instal- 
ment of the systematic program of 
street improvement which was adopted 
a few years ago. 

It is proposed to continue the recon- 
ditioning of Jasper avenue eastward 
from 97th street to 95th street. The 
street railway line is to be recon- 
structed on 95th street from Norwood 
Boulevard to Alberta avenue, and the 
paving will require to be relaid between 
and alongside the rails. It is planned 
to continue the improvement of 97th 
street by renewing the pavement be- 
tween and along the street car tracks 
from the new subway north. After 
meeting these uirements, a moderate 
sum would be left from the vote with 
which to carry on work elsewhere, in 
response to petitions or on the initiative 
of council. 

In each of these scheduled cases the 
need of repairs—or of replacing pave- 
ment that has actually vanished—is 
obvious. These streets were paved 
years ago. The incessant pounding of 
the street cars has wrecked the paving 
between and alongside the car tracks, 
A deal of the debris has been 
carted away and replaced by cinders. 
In each instance the condition of the 
street is a menace rather than a con- 
venience to traffic. These projects 
therefore fall properly into place at the 
present time as items in the general 
improvement program, and the work 
should be done next year. 


FIFTY YEARS IN OIL 


The Imperial Oi] Company recently 
celebrated the completion of its fiftieth 
year in business by issuing a Golden 
Jubilee number of the Imperial Oil Re- 
view, the “family” magazine which is 
published in the interests of its share- 
holders and employees. 

The “honor rol!” shows that twenty 
of the present officers and employees 
of the commeny, including the pres'‘dent, 
Mr. CO. St liman. are wearine buttons 
denotine 40 years’ service: 72 have 20 
years’ stendine 239 have been in the 
company’s employ for 20 years, while 
2255 have been in the service for 10 
years. This record is surely a striking 
indication of the happy relations which 
exist between the company and those 
who carry on its operations through- 
out the length of the Dominion and in 
fields abroad. 

The opening page of this Golden Ju- 
bilee number presents a view of the Ot- 
tawa rive: from parliament hill in 1880; 
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“What aileth thee now, that thou art wholly gone up to the housetops?” -rry 2.

floating at the mooring mast at Mont- 
real. Pictures could hardly have been 
chosen which would more pointedly sug- 
gest the progress that Canada has 
made in this half century, a progress 
that has been parallelled by the expan- 
sion of the company’s interests and ac- 
tivities. 

It is interesting to note that the first 
Imperial Oil refinery handled 100 bar- 
rels of crude oil per week, from which 
it extracted 20 to 25 per cent coal oil, 
the remainder being waste. Now the 
half dozen refineries of the company 
handle 75,000 barrels of crude per day, 
only 2 per cent of which is waste. 

In earlier years,the company drew 
its supplies of crude oil from the Pe- 
trolea field in Ontario, and from Penn- 
sylvania, Wyoming, Montana and Peru. 
Tt still draws largely from foreign 
sources; but has of late years pursued 
an active policy of exploration and pro- 
duction in Canada, and has bored wells 
and tested fields all the way from Fort 
Norman and the Turner Valley to 
Truro, Nova Scotia. 

While the officers, shareholders and 
employees of this pioneer Canadian en- 
terprise have cause to celebrate the 
completion of a half century of out- 
Standing success, the public have also 
reason to appreciate the service it has 
rendered in building up a great national 
industry and exploiting a great natural 
resource.

The earthquake at Lisbon, November 1, 1775. With the errible cala- 
mities in Ttaly still comparatively fresh in the mind, an additional interest 
is given to the anniversary for today which recalls the great upheaval at 
Lisbon, one hundred and seventy-five years ago. In horror and immensity 
it vies with the almost fabulous destruction of Pom- 
pell, It was about nine o'clock on a serene and clear 
day that the elty was disturbed by the reverberations 
of a hollow thunderlike sound followed, almost im- 
diately, by the upheaval. Three minutes is recorded 
as being the time over which the shock extended, 
A terrible three minutes, during which the air was 
filled with the screams of frightened people and the 
thunder of Voy bee A which buried and 
crushed no less than 36, inhabitants. Many 
churches filled with ro became huge 
catacombs; so it was with . hospitals, and ali 
public buildings, The effects on the sea and fhe 
seashore were scarcely less terrible than those ‘on 
Jand, The water retired from the harbor and then rolled in again as a wave 
fifty or sixty feet high.

Mrs McGregor brought action 
against the railway company follow- 
ing 4n accident at 99 6 reet and 68 
avenue in the autumn of 1929, She 
was crossing the tracks at the inter- 
section and cavght on 4 nail, 
falling and suffering injuries. 

Her action against the railway was 
that the rails, on a public highway, 
were not properly planked and against 
the city of Edmonton for not keeping 
the street in @ state fit for pedestrian 
traffic

While measles is generally known 
as a mild disease, more deaths are 
caused from it than scarlet fever, 
particularly in young children, No 
effective serum preventive for the 
divease has yet been discovered 
although bleod serum from persons 
who have recovered from the disease | 
has found to prevent the disease 
from becoming serious in the patient 
so treated.

Choice of the proper anti-freeze 
| depends largely upon the type of 
| weather that prevails through the 
winter 
| For instance, in the north where 
| cold weather prevails practically over 
the entire winter season and even 
beyond, there is less chance of losing 
alcohol by evapor®tion than in the 
southern and more varying climes 
Therefore alcohol would be cheaper

In real cold climate, as in Canada 
and even some of the more northeriy 
parts of the United Btates, glycerine 
would have a decided disadvantage 
As it gets colder, this anti-freeze 
tends to grow thick and sluggish 
therefore retarding the flow of cool 
in@ liquid through the radiator, pump 
and water jacket, 

Although it would keep the engine 
b'ock from cracking, due to freezing 
glycerine milght tend to clog the 
radiator and water pump, and, as «@ 
result, produce the opporite effect 
The motor would suddenly get very 
hot before the liquid could thin down 
enough to be effective.
